Support of Propositions 2 and 
24 on the November 4 election 
ballot has been expressed by in­ 
structors and administrators of El 
Camtno College through the Col­ 
lege president, Forrest Murdock.

In explaining the reason for this 
support, Mr. Murdock explained 
that Proposition 2 will provide for 
increased state aid to local school 
districts for current operations. 
Many factors have contributed to
tht need for increased state aid, 
he said, including the- fact that

pur-there has been a decreased
chasing power of the school dollar 
within the past few years which 
has been coupled with phenomenal 
enrollment increases.

Many of the elementary and 
high school districts in the Centi- 
nela Valley area, Mr. Murdock 
said, are- desperately in need of 
increased revenues if minimum 
educational standards are to be 
maintained.

"After studying the Issues In­ 
volved," Mr. Murdock said, "We
believe adjustments in levels
of state support have not kept 
pace with nerds and that the pro­ 
posal to raise the aid $33 to the

imperative." 
Proposition 24, Mr. Murdock

«aid, is a state bond issue of $185,- 
000,000 submitted to the voters by 
a unanimous act of the Legisla­ 
ture for the purpose of continuing 
the program of state loans and 
grants for school construction.
